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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed 5 May 2005 have been folly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. In the first complete paragraph on page 4 of the response applicant alleges that the output 
driver disclosed by Hiyoshi is not configured to linearly vary a line current of the telephone line 
as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The configuration of the driver circuit disclosed by 
Hiyoshi (Fig. 9, reference 540) includes a feedback path from the emitter of the transistor to the 
inverting input of the operational amplifier. As such, it will linearly vary the line current with 
the voltage at the non-inverting input of the amplifier. Since the claim is not specific as to a 
parameter that the current varies linearly with, the configuration taught by Hiyoshi meets the 
claim. 

3. In the paragraph spanning pages 4 and 5 of the response, applicant alleges that Hiyoshi 
fails to teach an interface circuit including a voltage-controlled current source including an 
operational amplifier configured to drive a base of an electronic inductor transistor capable of 
being connected across a rectified tip and ring voltage of a telephone line, where the interface 
circuit is configured to linearly vary a line current of the telephone line. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The amplifier and transistor configuration taught by Hiyoshi (Fig. 9, reference 540) 
clearly is a current source (the transistor) controlled by a voltage (the non-inverting input of the 
amplifier). The amplifier is further clearly driving the base of the transistor. The circuit is 
connected across the telephone line through the rectifier bridge and, as shown above, is 
configured to linearly vary a line current of the telephone line. 
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4. Applicant's remaining arguments are essentially similar to those discussed above and are 
not persuasive for the same reasons.
